It is true that Chꝛiſt ſyd to Peter (after he 858 
had confeſſed Chꝛiſt to be that Chzilt the ſonn of the 
lining God.) Thou art Peter and vpon this rocke 
will I build my Church. Theſe wozdes hitherto 
giue no ſupertozifie to Peter aboue the reſt: only they 
ſheto that the Church is builded von ſuper Petr um 
ſed ſuper Petram: not vpon the perſon of Peter but 
vpon the rocke: and vpon what rockt ? namely vp- 
pon that Chꝛiſt Jeſus whom Peter tonſeſſeth to bee 
che ſonne ol the lining God. Foz that confeſſion of 
Peter concerning Jeſus to be that Chꝛiſt the ſonne 
, bf the lining God, is the rocke whereupon the 
Church is bailded : foz (as Saint P<»//erpormdeth 
and affinmeth.) Other foundations can no man lay, Cor. 311 
but that which ĩs laid already namely Jeſus Chꝛiſt: 
And tnanother place he ſatth erp2eflely : chat that i. Cor. io. 
rocke was Chriſt: And Chzilt htmlelfe affirmeth 
Ikewile, chat he that hearerh his wordes and doth 1, %, 
them is likened toone that buildeth his houſe vpon

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arocke,ſhewing thereby that he, andhis words, & 

Doctrine be the rccke, againſi which the gates of 

hell ſhall neuer preuaile. Agræably wyereuntg 

ſpeaketh Saint Paull againe, when bee ſaieth that 

Eph. 2. 20 the Church is builded vppon the feu mation at the 
Pꝛophets and Apoſtles, Chꝛiſt Jeſus t imſeife being 

the head ſtone in the coꝛner. Where then ſhall we 

finde that Peter Was made P ince of the Apoſſ les to 

rule auer all the reſt, as the Pope now doth:?; The 

Mat. 16. ih Papiſts anſ care that in the next woꝛdes, when 
Chzilt gaue vnto Peter by ſpeaciall name, the keves 
ol binding + loſing, he thereby made Peter the P. inte 

t vmuerſall Biſdop cf the whole Church. But herc⸗ 
unto J ſav, that Chꝛiſt therein gane no authoꝛttve 
mo2e to Peter than tothe reſt, that is at this time: 
The keyes were not giuen to him no? to the reſt, on⸗ 

ly there was a pꝛonife that they ſhould be giuen: fox 
the woꝛdes be not in the pꝛiſent tenſ. Do tibi I giuo 
yato thee; But in the fature tenſe, Da ti will 
giue ynto thee, which pꝛomiſe of Chꝛiſt was after- 
ward truely perfozined,and when tt wasperfo2med, 
Bethe keyes, that ts the power of binding and loſing 
-- ſinners, was giuen not onely to Peter, but to Peter

Ifthe greateſt uſt be as the leaſt,what aut hoꝛi⸗ 
tie hath her aboue the leaſt ! Fo2 then hath the leaſt 
as great authoꝛitie as the greateſt 2 That is, they 
b:ue all equall authozitie.J meruaile therefoze what 
the Pape and Papiſts meane, contrarp to the tenour 
of the Commiſſion of Chꝛiſt, contrary to the pꝛattiſe 
of Peter himſelfe, and contrary to this decree made 
by Chult cf their equalkity , fo ſay notwithſtanding 
that Peter was Pzinceofthe Apoſtles, and hadan- 
thoꝛitie ouer them all, when as inderde, it is manileſt 
by all the S:riptures and courſe ot his life, he neither 
clatmed noꝛ had any authoꝛitie ouer the reſt, moꝛe 
than the reſt had ouer him, and conſequentlye the 
Pape of Rome can neuer claime that as ſucceſſour to 
Peter, which was neuer in Peter his ſuppeſed pꝛe⸗ 
deteſſour. 

The Papiſtsperceauing that the ſcriptures make 
nothing fo2 them, but againſt them, (becauſe they 
would haue the matter coloured with ſome Antigui⸗ 
tie, oꝛ ſhew of Antiquitie at the leaſt:) haue demſed 
ſoꝛne counter ſet andfozged Authozs, (as e-Laac/s- 
tui, and ¶Amiſſetas and ſuch like) to ſpeake ſomes 
omgefo2 their, But the falſehod ol all thoſe, is dil⸗ 
rogredby other piers (X thep be twellmarken.) 
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againſt Acheiſts, 
In Cyprian: time it was deemed a matter odious foj 
any to take vpon him to be a Biſhop of Biſhops,as 
appeareth by that voice which he cryed in the Coun⸗ 
ſaile of Cer:bage. It was likewiſe decred in the 4/< 

fricans Counſell that none ſhonld be called Pziefte of 

Pꝛieſts, oz Archpꝛiett, oꝛ any ſach like. The Coun- 

ſel of Nice did decree that tho Biſhop of Nome ſhould 

kepe bimlelfe within the compaſſe ol his pꝛouinte 

and not erceed his bounds, as likewiſe the Biſhop of 
Antioch, Jeruſalem, and Conſtantinople were to dw 

the line Other Councells did affirmeasmuch, 

(which becauſe they are ſufficiently knowne A node 

not to recite. But they allſhewe that at thoſe times 

the Biſhop of Rome had no greater Jurildiction 

than within bis owne,P;ouince,and that her coulde 

not meddle within the Pꝛouinces cf other Biſhops. 

And Icrems of bis time ſapth, that the Biſhoppe of tnerome 
Engublum, oꝛ any other the leaſt Sea , is equall to ad Euagri- 
the Bilhop of Rome. The Title of Uninerſall Bi⸗ um, 
ſhop, wes much deſtred of John Biſhop of Conſtan⸗ 

tinople , and much contention there was about it. 

But it was neuer obtained of the Biſhop of Rome 
vntill the time of Boniface the third, whopzocured 

that Title of Pc that wicked Emperour of 
Roimne:after which, che Biſhops of Rome neuer cea- 

ſed ſtill to augment their dignitie and tncreaſe the 

p2ide of their Rounſh Sea: And euen at that very 

firſt time when John Biſhop of Conftantinople, 
ſought to get that Title of Mniuerſall Biſhop to bis — 
Sea, Gregoriethen Bithoppe of Nome, didhimſelfe id. Sf. 
ſtand again it migdtiiy, and atirmed that he could 32,76 
ber no leſſe than Antich2ilf whoſoeuer did fake vnto f , | 
him that Title. Firlt therefoze it is manileſt, that —

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ferſal! £3tHop was nat heard of in the Church, an 
Beniface thethude was the firſt 1Biſhop of Romo 
that got this title which was abone 6 0 0,peares after 
Chꝛiſt.
